The parlor, opposite the Dean’s 
office in the main building, will be 
the scene of the registration be- 
tween the hours of 7:00 a. m. and 
9:00 p, m., Monday. Should these 
hours or the location be changed, an 
announcement regarding the change 
will be made. 

It will be necessary for each St. 
Joe registrant to specify his home 
address in order to have his draft 
card forwarded to his local draft 
board. If the college appears on 
the registration card as the home 
address, the registrant will be sub- 
ject to call from the Jasper County 
Draft Board.

State 
had run up a comfortable lead at 
the half and held the margin 
throughout, 

Fred Stetlow, State’s outstand- 
ing guard, put on a one-man scor- 
ing act in the first half. His fast 
breaks and consistent hitting ac- 
counted for 15 of the 26 points 
scored in that period. The Pumas 
had to fight hard for possession of 
the ball and had trouble getting 
shots against the famous Curtis air- 
tight defense. Bemie Hoffman 
cracked through to score four goals 
in the period for the home five. His 
ball stealing had State puzzled. 

The Teachers played consistent 
ball at the opening of the second 
half. With seven minutes to go the 
Pumas, behind 41-33, opened their
